If this identification of the reason for continuing the 
Classification permits you to file a further reouttal, the 
Committee will reconsider its decision in the light of such 
information. If not, you may appeal this denial to the Inter- 
agency Classification Review Committee, in accordance with 
the pertinent Executive Order and the CIA implementing 
regulation. As you know, the Executive Director of the Corn 
is Mr. David R. Young of the National Security Council Staff.
